I.DF.D.—On Thursday night, in-

care, had been traced into a bouse of assignation 
in Church-street, with a base seducer. On Fri¬ 
day morning, taking witli him a friend, he pro- 
ereded to the house in question, and obtained ad¬ 
mission, called for the old beldame of the estab¬ 
lishment, and critically interrogated her touching 
the visits of his wife to the charnel house of infa¬ 
my that she kept. The hag, putting on the utmost 
hauteur, refused to give the gentlemen any satis¬ 
faction, ordered them out of the house, closed the 
door upon them, and then abused them from the 
window. They proceeded thence to the police 
office, and preferring a complaint against the 
house and its infamous inmate, a warrant was 
issued, and she was arrested and imprisoned. As 
tile house was uutenauted after the arrest of its 
polluted keeper, the officers, Messrs. Merritt, 
Sparks, and Homans proceeded there after night¬ 
fall, ami took possession of its apartments, deter¬ 
mined to discover who were its visiters, und what 
kind of characters frequented it. 

Having lighted up tite parlor, anti arranged 
matters for the night, Messrs. Sparks and Homans 
constituted themselves into a court of judiciary, to 
try the parties who might enter. Merritt, a sly 
one, clothing his head in the old woman’s night¬ 
cap, and standing in the dark entry, acted as door- 
woman on tite occasion. Soon gentle taps were 
heard at the door, ami the accomplished door¬ 
keeper, thrusting his night-capped bead partly 
through the crevice, in a soft voice whispered a 
man and woman into the entry, whence lie es¬ 
corted them to the parlor, where sat Sparks and 
Homans, with the dignity of judges, to receive the 
customers. But oh! what a thrill of horror pierced 
tlie guilty bosoms of the guests, when they saw 
the officors, and met such a reception as this. 
They begged for heaven’s sake to dismiss them 
and to conceal their infamy from the world. An¬ 
other and another scene of a similar description 
was presented, and during the night, up to tiie 
Stour of ten' o’clock, fourteen couple had entered 
the house, and been ushered into the presence of 
the terrible judges. 

With horror-stricken hearts, the trembling in¬ 
mates stood before the officers like condemned 
criminals awaiting their final audit; begging for 
mercy, and beseeching that their names should 
aot he exposed. Some eveu fell on their knees, 
and with tears entreated for freedom and discharge: 
some were more stubborn, but all had to bow to 
the unbending majesty of official firmness, and the 
names and places of residence of ail the polluted 
parties were obtained. There was the married 
lady, styled respectable, with her paramour, the 
husband of some virtuous wife; there was the 
middle aged married man of high standing, with 
the young girl of eighteen : there was the young 
male licentiate in crime, with tite married woman 
whose husband was abroad from the city; and 
there was the widow in her weeds with some gay 
and gallant debauchee. .Yearly half the ladies 
were married women, and nearly half the gentlemen 
were married men. One of the women was far 
advanced en familk, and yet she would impose 
upon the father of the offspring with a story of her 
virtue. 

After a full observation of the character and 
standing of the customers of the house, and a stern 
reproof, for the infamous course of conduct they 
were pursuing, they suffered them to depart, on 
solemn promises of never repeating the offence 
again. The house was then locked up and se¬ 
cured, and tite officers, after this laudable act of 
entnrprize against vice, retired to their respective 
houses, while the trembling victims of pollution 
skulked away, not to sleep, but to battle with the 1 
scorpions of their guilty consciences, and to trem¬ 
ble on their pillows from dread of the public degra¬ 
dation that awaited them. 

We have thus had the virtuous hardihood tc 
expose this affair of infamy and crime, not to of¬ 
fend against the feelings of die virtuous and wor¬ 
thy of either sex, nor to trespass on the decency of 
tin community. Our object is a more exalted one 
—it is to deter from the perpetration of crime of 
so polluted a character, and by withholding, in 
mercy, names that ore well known, induce the 
guilty parties, and others who similarly act, from 
rushing recklessly into a vice that must inevitably 
lead to ruin and disgrace.

Williams went immediately in quest of assist¬ 
ance, anil by the advice of George Fisher, Esq., 
an eminent and benevolent counsellor of the Abo¬ 
lition Society, proceeded that night to Harrisburg, 
and thence, having procured a horse, to York, Pa. 
On arriving at the latter place, he learned that tlie 
party in possession of his children had passed 
through there some hours before—his wife, dur¬ 
ing the night, having effected her escape. By the 
assistance of John Eveus, Esq., another counsel¬ 
lor, of the same society, the aid of the sheriff of 
York county was now enlisted. This officer, with 
such a posse of mounted citizeus as he could has¬ 
tily raise, (it being Sunday,) set off in pursuit, and 
overtook the party it. possession of the children. 
This party being well armed, a show of resistanen 
was at first attempted hy them ; hut finding this 
of no avail, they submitted, and were taken back 
to York. Here the children, with the exception 
of the infant, were put, for safe keeping, in the 

day bound over iu tlie penalty' oVikl,000 each, to 
take their trials, on the several charges of kidnapp¬ 
ing the wife and children, assault and ballcry, and 
lyit&e imprisonment of the father, conspiracy and 
1 robbery and larceny ,—Williams alleging that $40 
in money was taken from his house, on the day of 
his false arrest. 

Indictments, in accordance with these several 
charges, having been duly prepared, and submit¬ 
ted to the Grand Jury of Dauphin county, were 
all returned “true bills” at November Sessions, 
and the trials came on at Harrisburg, by postpone¬ 
ment, on the third Monday in January last. From 
the novelty of some of the circumstances upon 
which they were founded, together with a deep and 
general feeling of indignation at a series of atroci¬ 
ties by which the dearest rights of a free citizen of 
Pennsylvania had been outraged, the trials excited 
far more than ordinary attention and interest. For 
a whole week, during which they were going on, 
the Court House was constantly crowded. In the 
course of them, a series of testimony was adduced, 
for the purpose of proving that the woman, and 
two older children, had absconded from their mas¬ 
ter, in Virginia, about the year 1827. Several of 
the most respectable inhabitants of the county 
where he resides, were in attendance, and testified 
to the high respectability and unblemished charac¬ 
ter of their present claimant. 

Besides this testimony they had eminent counsel, 
but was of no avail—and Theophilus Hughes, 
Win. Hyde, Asa Smith, and Win. II. Fresh, were 
all convicted on the charges of conspiracy anl 
I false imprisonment, auil Hyde, on two other charges 
of assault with loaded pistol, upon two respectable 
citizens of Dauphin county. Hyde is an English¬ 
man, and he and Hughas are lioth residents of 
Dauphin count)’. Smith and Fresh were stran¬ 
gers, one of Baltimore, and the other it i3 said, 
from Louisiana, having been employed by the 
claimant as his principal agents in the business.

Mon¬ 
ey to a considerable amount, was brought off 
chiefly in pice, (copper coiu,) several hags of which 
were taken ; but a few enriched themselves with 
small quantities of gold and silver coin. Among 
the spoils were a Chinese gong, a Koran taken at 
mntromers mrt, mm seven., pieces or .ka, ^id 
cloth.” Hen-roosts were robbed as usual, &c. 
and our brave men embarked with what plunder 
they could got without waiting for the natives to 
rally, as they did when a British force attacked 
Muekie, a port about twenty-five miles from Quai¬ 
ls Bi.ttoo, about thirty years ago. Every English¬ 
man left on shore was killed, and the Dutch have 
suffered in a similar manner. 

The Commodore afterwards bombarded the 
forts, hut owing to the distance, with hut little ef¬ 
fect, except expending ammunition. When the 
firing had ceased, a white flag was hoisted by the 
natives, and reciprocated by the ship. A canoe 
with three miserable natives came off with a flag 
of truce, but they were of the lowest of the people, 
and could speak no English, nor could they be 
persuaded to bring refreshments on board for sale, 
except a few bananas and cucumbers, which the 
crew refused to buy. Thus ended the intercourse 
with the inhabitants of Qualla Battoo. 

Our author candidly informs us how this severe 
chastisement of the Malays became necessary.— 
We quote bis own words—“If in former times, 
our own countrymen, going as they did from a 
Christian country, hallowed by its Sabbaths, had 
always manifested an open, honest and upright 
conduct in their intercourse with the inhabitants 
of Sumatra, the President of the United States 
would never have been obliged to despatch a fri¬ 
gate of war on such an expedition as the one de¬ 
scribed. ISut over the whole subject of our inter¬ 
course with the inhabitants of the island, there 
hangs a tale of wo, which has never been unrav¬ 
eled. The natives were robbed and cheated iu 
by-gone days. Even handed justice was not dealt 
out to them; aud this course was pursued, for 
what? For paltry gain; for the gratification of 


emerged from tite underwood, where, until that 
, ra - ' moment he must have been crouched, aud in « 
the 1 louder voice repeating his injunction. Had 
pressed a trigger, his life would instantly have 
terminated ; but observing that the gun, which he 
aimed at my breast, was a wretched rusty piece, 
from which fire could not readily be produced, I 
felt little fear, and therefore did not judge it neces¬ 
sary to proceed at once to extremities. I laid my 
gun at my side, nipped my dog quietly, and asked 
the man what he wanted. 

My forbearance, and the stranger’s long habit 
of submission, produced the most powerful effect 
on his mind. 1 Master,’ said he, 1 1 am a runaway, 

I might perhaps shoot you down : but God forbid 
it, for f feel just now, as if I saw him ready to 
pass judgment against me for such a foul deed, 
and I ask mercy at your hands. For God’s sake 
do not kill me, master! ’ And why, answered I, 
have you left your quarters, where certainly you 
must have fared better than in these unwholesome 
swamps ? ‘ Master, my story is short, but a sor¬ 
rowful one. My camp is close by, and I know 
you canuot reach home this night; if you follow 
me there, depend upon my honor you shall be safe 
until morning, when I will carry your birds, if 
you choose, to the great road.’ 

After trudging along for some distance, and 
crossing several bavous, at all of which he threw 
his gnu and knife to tlie opposite bunk, and stood 
still until I got over, we came to the borders of an 
immense cane brake, from which I had on former 
occasions, driven and killed several deer, 
entered, as I had frequently done before, 
erect, and then on “ all fours.” He regularly led 
the way, divided here and there the tangled slalks, 
and, whenever we reached a fallen tree, assisted 
me in getting over it with all possible care. I saw 
that he was a perfect Indian in the knowledge of I 
the woods, for he kept a direct course as precisely 
as any “ redskin” 1 ever traveled with. All of a 
sudden, he emitted a loud shriek, not unlike that 
of an owl, which so surprised me that I once 
more leveled my gun. ‘ No harm, master, I only 
give notice to my wife and children that I am 
coming.’ A tremulous answer of the same na¬ 
ture, gpntly echoed through the tree tops. 

In the heart of tho cane brake, I found a regu¬ 
lar camp. A small fire was lighted, and on its 
embers lay gridling some large slices of venison. 
A lad nine or ten years old was blowing the ashes 
from some fine sweet potatoes. Various articles 
of household furniture were carefully disposed 
around, and a large pallet of bear and deer skins 
seemed to be the resting place of the whole family. 
The wife raised not her eyes towards mine, and 
the little ones, three iu number, retired in' 


the runaway, bold and apparently happy, spoke 
to them in such cheering words, that at once, one 
and all seemed to regard me as one sent by Prov¬ 
idence to relieve them fromall their troubles. My 
clothes were hung up by them to dry, and the 
negro asked if he might dry and cl.au iny gun, 
which I permitted him to do, while the wife threw 
a piece of deer’s flesh to my dog, which the chil¬ 
dren were already caressing. 

Only think of my situation, reader! Here I 
was, ten miles at least from home, and four or 
five from the uearest plantation, in the camp of] 
runaway slaves, and quite at their mercy. My 
eyes involuntarily followed their motions, but as I 
perceived in them a strong desire to make me 
their confident and friend, I gradually relinquished 
all suspicion. The venison and potatoes looked 
quite tempting, and by this time I was in a condi¬ 
tion to relish much less savory fare ; so, on being 
humbly asked to divide the viands before us, I 
partook of as hearty a meal as I had ever done iu 
my life. 

Supper over, the fire was completely extin¬ 
guished, and a small lighted pine knot placed in a 
hollow calabash. Seeing that the husband aud 
wife were desirous of communicating something 
to me, I at once fearlessly desired them to unbur¬ 
den their minds, when the runaway told me a 
tale, of which the following is the substance. 

About eighteen months before, a planter resid¬ 
ing not very far off, having met with some losses, 
was obliged to expose his slaves at a public sale. 
The value of bis negroes was well known, and ou 
the appointed day, the auctioneer laid them out in 
small lots, or offered them singly, in the manner 
he judged most advantageous to the owner. The 


Burning of Qualla Battoo. 

Our readers will probably recollect, that iu A. 
D. 1831, Commodore Downes was ordered by the 
President of the Uuited States, to sail with the fri¬ 
gate Potomac, to the Island of Sumatra, and pun¬ 
ish the inhabitants, for perpetrating an outrage on 
the ship Friendship, of Salem, hy which three 
men were killed, and tho ship plundered. 

The Potomac sailed from New York on the 
24th cf Aug. 1831, and arrived on the coast ofSu- 
matra about the 1st of Feb. 1832. The first thing 
which was done, was, to practice deception—at 
all times allowed in war, but never in the gospel. 
They disguised the frigate completely, so that she 
might be "mistaken for a merchant-man; lest the 
unsuspecting natives should learn her true char¬ 
acter, and escape the death which awaited them. 
This is what Mrs. Opie, iu her treatise on lying, 
calls a “practical lie.” Qualla Battoo, where the 
outrage on the Friendship was committed, is a 
maritime port of the kingdom of Asliecn, for many 
years noted for its trade in pepper, for which ar¬ 
ticle it Is visited by many American and other 
Christian vessels. At first, it is said, Christians 
could laud there with their money in perfect safe¬ 
ty, but they exhibited so many traits of treachery, 
fraud, aud oppression, that the natives became iu 
turn jealous, vindictive, aud treacherous. 

The town of Qualla Battoo was built of timber 
and bamboo, ou a low sandy beach, inhabited by 
eleven hundred Malays, and exported about two 
thousand four hundred tons pepper, annually.— 
Consequently, many of the inhabitants were rich. 
It was defended hy several small forts. On ap¬ 
proaching the town, the frigate hoisted Danish 
colors—another “practical li?,” always allowed in 
wars which Christians wage on each other, and 
consequently allowable in a war with Mahdmme- 
dans. She also came to anchor in the style of a 
merchant-man, furling one sail at a time, as though 
short of hands, the better to deceive the inhabit¬ 
ants, now devoted to destruction. A party of the 
officers was sent on shore to reconnoitre, disguis¬ 
ed like sailors hi the merchant service, with their 


Hence, in connection widt such conduct, 
the innocent must sutler with the guilty.” 

Here we have an account of a war of retaliation 
and revenge, on one part, and of self-defence on 
the other. Which side will the Christian take? 
Does he justify the Christian party ? If he does, 
he must condemn the war of self-defence, for it is 
absurd to suppose that both were right. No Chris¬ 
tian can doubt, we think, that our countrymen 
acted in direct contradiction to the precepts of our 
holy religion. The only question is—were the 
natives right iu defending themselves? In the 
first place, they were wrong iu their previous con¬ 
duct. They should not have followed the exam- 
pie set them by Christians, so called. Had they 
not been themselves revengeful and warlike, they 
would not have been attacked by our government. 
“All they that take the sword shall perish by the 
sword.” But the question recurs, were they right, 
under all circumstances, in defending themselves? 
It was certainly impolitic. Had Commodore 
Downes given them an opportunity, and they had 
met him with kindness and offers of redress—had 
thrown open their houses for his reception, and 
refused to defend themselves, they might possibly 
have been plundered by their Christian visitors, 
but we cannot think that their lives would have 
been in danger. Certainly much fewer of them 
would have perished, and their town probably, 
would not have been burnt. 

Wc think it must appear to every unprejudiced 
mind, that non-resistance was their only policy, 
and that wisdom which comes from above is bet¬ 
ter than worldly wisdom, even in tilings pertain¬ 
ing to this life only. The experiment oil tlie part 
of the Americans, of attempting to overcome evil 
hy evil, has entirely failed, and the two seamen 
have lost their lives for nothing, for no longer ago 
than last week, we noticed, iu the newspapers, ac¬ 
counts of two attempts of these very natives, to 
cut off American vessels. Without doubt, revenge 
yet rankles iu their hearts, and tliey will consider 
that their honor suffers, until they get their revenge 
—so hard it is, to overcome evil with evil. 


The Runaway Slave. 

Late in the afternoon of one of thoss sultry 
days which render the atmosphere of the Louisi¬ 
ana swamps pregnant with baneful effluvia, J 
directed my course towards my distant home, 
loaded with a pack consisting of five or six Wood 
Ibises, aud a heavy gun, the weight of which, in 
those days when my natural powers were unim¬ 
paired, prevented me from moving witli much

■aiuable next to his wife, was put up by himself 
for sale, and brought an immoderate price. For 
his wife, who come next, and alone, eight hun¬ 
dred dollars was bidden, and paid down. Then 
the children were exposed, and on account of their 
breed, brought very high prices. The rest of the 
slaves went off at rates corresponding to their 
qualifications. 

The runaway chanced to be purchased by the 
overseer of the plantation, the wife was bought by 
on individual residing about a hundred miles oft) 
aud the children went to different places along the 
river. The heart of the husband and father failed 
under this dire calamity. For a while he pined 
iu deep sorrow under his new master; but having 
marked down iu his memory the names of the 
different persons who had purchased each dear 
portion of his family, he feigned illness, if, indeed 
he whose affections had been so grievously blast¬ 
ed, could be said to feign it, refrained from food 
for several days, and was little regarded hy the 
overseer, who felt himself disappointed in what he 
considered a bargain. 

On a stormy night, when the elements raged 
with all the fury of a hurricane, the poor negro 
made his escape, and being well acquainted with 
all tlie neighboring swamps, at once made directly 
for the cane brake, in the centre of which I found 
his camp. A few nights afterwards, he gained 
the abode of his wife, and the very next after their 
meeting, he led her away. The children, one 
after another, he succeeded in stealing, until at 
last, the whole objects of Itis love were under his 

1 To provide for five individuals, was no easy 
task in those wilds, which, after the first notice 
was given of the wonderful disappearance of this 
extraordinary family, were daily ransacked by 
armed planters.— Audubon. 

We may conclude this interesting anecdote by- 
telling the reader that the runaways were, by the 
intervention of our author, placed in a state of 
comparative comfort, under the protection of a 
Louisiana planter. 

EXCITEMENT. 

We are candidly of opinion that the city of New 
York contains the most excitable population in the 
known world. Even the French are behind them 
in this particular, llow often do we see young 
and old iu a whirl of excitement about some affair 
of great or small importance, and the next week 
perhaps, calm as a summer lake;—and the next 
like the satns lake rolled into billows by a mighty 


tempest! The old Dutch leaven seems incapable 
of diffusing itself over so large a mass of mind. 
Tlie cool, calculating Yankee too, seems here 
another being from what he is at home, and not 
unfrequently is found riding on the very crest of 
the wave of popular feeling. A few weeks ago 
we were all on tip-toe about our relations with 
France, In public and private, in the newspapers, 
on ’Cliauge, in the parlor and at the tea table, this 
was the general topic of discussion and remark. 
Yota the subject is scarcely thought of; and the 
loan who should talk or write about it, would he 
considered a long way behind the spirit of the age. 
It is true circumstances have changed, —but 
the greatest change, by far, is in public sentiment. 

y y ear a go party politics run so high as in some 
instances to break over the Constitution and laws.— 
The newspapers were like fire-brands in a mag¬ 
azine of powder. They were what public senti¬ 
ment made them; and they helped to make public 
sentiment what it was. The two powers acted 
reciprocally upon each other. So great was tiie 
effervescence that it expressed itself in riot and 
bloodshed. Less than six months ago such was 
the state of the public mind on political subjects, 
that the military were put in a condition to act at 
a moment’s warning.—-Yota, although on the eve 
of an election, it is difficult to excite sufficient in¬ 
terest to ensure a full expression of tiie public 
wilk The newspapers, once so furious in urging 
the claims of their respective parties and in vilify¬ 
ing their opponents, evince for the most part, a 
lamb-like disposition,—and if perchance they essay 
a 1 fire-and-fury ’ article, it is ten chances to one 
they net for it more kicks than coppers. 

About nine months ago, the city was in an up¬ 
roar about Colonization and Abolition. For three 
suceessi ve nights its peace was disturbed by riots,— 
the military were called out, and we seemed like a 
garrison in time of war. JVow, wlic troubles b.ni- 
self about Abolition or Colonization ? True, men 
have their opinions about these matters, hut they 
either express them calmly, or not at all. The day 
of excitement has gone by. 

What may be the next occasion of general fer¬ 
mentation among us, we shall know when the 
time comes. It will however depend not a little 
upon the daily press. And upon the same moving 
power will much depend tlie duration and degree 
of excitement. It is not strange that a commu¬ 
nity should be unduly excited, when looking at 
facts through a distorted medium. The news¬ 
papers are the medium of vision to the public, in 
regard to a multitude of objects, and we wisli we 
could say they were always a safe one.—The fault 
of some of them consists chiefly in magnifying; 
of others, in distorting or discoloring. But the 
worst medium of all is that which gives the ap¬ 
pearance of objects which do not exist, and 
conceals objects which do exist. Unfortunately 
there are some such media in the world aud 
when relied on, they often lead to the most 
deplorable consequences. Much nlso depends 
upon the temperament of the beholder. Some 
persons are subject to the constitutional giddiness 
or flightiness, which, when aggravated by such 
illusions, converts them at once into enthusiasts or 
madmen. When a number are affected iu this 
way simultaneously, they arc very apt to act in 
concert; and as reason for the time being loses 
its control, they follow the impulse of their feel¬ 
ings, and deal brick-bats, clubs, and all manner of 
violence, wherever that impulse leads them. 
Their only safety consists in rejecting the false 
medium. These violent excitements, as expe¬ 
rience has already proved, are dangerous to the 
peace of society, aud should therefore be discoun¬ 
tenanced by all wise and good men.— Journ. rv ”” 

Gross Extravagance of the Opera. 

Mr. Editor,—Among the reasons why 1 think the 
opeia is to be condemned by all seric 1 ' : 

I have often mentioned to my friends, 
expenditure of money. But until the late manager i f 
the New York Italian opera laid before the public 
his authenticated accounts, I could not believe " 
facts to be quite as bad as they are now admitted 

It appears, that the amount “ paid to singers, 
chcstra, chorus singers, and others, engaged by reg- 
ultir agreement!, for eight t ’ 

1833,” was upwards of thirty-. 

“ Other chorus singers and performer! 
tra, engaged per month," received $3, 
dressers, tailors, box-keepers, police-attendants, gas¬ 
men, servants, &c., the expenses were $5,470 ; and 
for dresses, $7.010! These and sundry other costs, 
(exclusive of the rent of the opera house,) amounted 
together, in “eight months,” to more than eighty- 

The receipts, during the same period, were a little 
less than fifty-two thousand dollars—leaving a deficit 
of about twenty-nine thousand dollars. 

To every sincere Christian, this detail must i 
nish matter for reflection, which will enable bin. 
fortify at least one reason, why the opera is not 
be patronized by those who would act on gospel 
principles. 

In London, it appears, that last year, at the King’s 
theatre or opera house, there was expended in the 
same manner, the sum of £42,510, or about — 

HUNDRED AN1) NINETY THOUSAND DOLLARS ! 

If “ facts are eloquent,” surely these ought to be 
thought sufficiently so, to condemn tlie opera, as 
among the grossest extravagancies of our day, and 
unsuitable for the patronage, nay, not deserving the 
least countenance, of any who aspire to the name of 
a “ disciple of Christ.” While millions are perish¬ 
ing for lack of spiritual knowledge, and while such 
loud appeals are heard on every side 0 in behalf of 
the institutions of religion, is it not, in the highest 
degree, preposterous and wicked to expend our ten 
thousand a month on a company of opera singers 1 
Mr. Editor, as I am a man of facts, I think, sack de¬ 
velopments as these are more in poiut than mere 
abstract reasoning on the subject. And when we 
add to them the throng of evils, which always clus- 
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
